The  Adniral  continued  that  three'  weeks  ago  he  had  contacted  , 
Mr.  Lovett  and  asked  hia  point  blank  if  there  was  any  truth  to  the 
ruaors  about  his  assuning  the  Directorship  of  CIA.  He  stated  that 
Mr.  Lovett  advised  hin  at  that  tine  that  «he  wouldn‘t  have  the  job 
even  if  it  were  tendered  to  hin.** 

'  HiHenkoetter  indicated  that  this  was  the  second  tine  he 

had  been  to  see  President  Trunan  about  this  natter.  He  stated  that 
the  President  on  both  occasions  had  definitely  assured  hia  of  his 
continuing  on  as  Director  of  CIA.

CIA,  Rear  Admiral  Roscoe  H.  Hil- 
knkoeter,  has  given  Congress  a  re¬ 
port.  on  changes  made  as  a  result 
of  the  Hoover  survey. 

The  Central  Intelligence  Agency 
is  divided  into  five  maJur  offices. 

Three  are  charged  with  the  col¬ 
lection  of  information.

A  DISHONEST 
RESOLUTION 

'THE  American  resolution  presented  to 
the  Unit^  Nations  General  Assembly 
by  Dr,  Philip  C.  Jessup  in  the  Chinese- 
Russian  dispute  is  a  hi^ocritical  evasion 
of  the  issues  upon  which  China  has  asked 
^  the  member  nations  to  pass  judgment. 

It  is  a  contradiction  in  part  oi  the  State  ^ 
Department’s  own  official  White  Paper  o*^  ^ 
China,  which  Dr,  Jessup  himself. edited. 

If  adopted  in^'its  present  form,  the  reso¬ 
lution  will  be  a  left-handed  approval  .of 
everything  Russia  has  done  in  Manchuria 
and  China,  ■  '  ■ 

China  asked  the  United  Nations  to  pass 
on  accomplished  facts  and  stated  acts  of 
Russian  aggression.  But  the  American 
resolution  is  worded  as  tho  none,  of  the 
-  acts  of  which  China  has  complained  had 
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DR.  PHILIP  a  JESSUP 

taken  place.  It  deals  only  with  the  present 
and  the  future,  not  with  the  past. 

Dr.  Jessup's  speech  in  support  of  his 
resolution  was  more  forthright  than  the 
resolution  itself,  in  that  it  contained  a  re¬ 
strained  criticism  of  Soviet  acts  in  Man¬ 
churia.  But  there  is  not  one  word  of  con¬ 
demnation  or  criticism  in  the  resolution 
itself,  nor  is  the  Soviet  Union  mentioned. 

The  resolution  calls  upon  all  nations  “to 
respect  the  political  independence  of  China 
and  tQ  ^  guided  by  the  principles  of  the 
charter"  in  their  relations  with  Chinh.'’ 
This  in  the  face  of  the  published  fact  that 
Russia  set  up  a  puppet  government  in 
'  Manchuria  months  ago— long  before  the 
Chinese  Communists  announced  the  for¬ 
mation  of  their  own  “government”  at 
Peiping, 

It  also,  asks  all  nations  to  “respect  the 
right  of  the  people  of  China  now  and  in  the 
future  to  choose  freely  their  political  in¬ 
stitutions  and  to  maintain  a  government 
independent  of  foreign  control.’’  This  at  a 
time  when  Red  troops  control  most  of 
China.  In  what  country  in  the  ivorld  hj(ve 
the  people  had  a  voice  in  .the  formation  of 
a  government  when  Red  troops  were  in 
control? 

Finally,  the  resolution  asks  member  na¬ 
tions  to  “refrain  from  seeking  to  acquire 
spheres  of  influence  or  to  create  foreign- 
controlled  regimes  within  the  territory  of 
China,”  and  from  “seeking  to  obtain  spe¬ 
cial  rights  and  privileges”  in  such  terri¬ 
tory.

You  -mill  recall  that  in. answer  to  an  Inquiry  from  the  Bureau 
of  the  Budget,  Mr.  Glavin  on  October  2^,  19U8,  in  accordance  with  Mr.  Tol 
instructions  advisod  Mr.  Gus  Moe>  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget,  that  the  &ireau 
would  be  in  a  position  to  handle  investigations  for  CIA  throu^  the  fiscal  / 

year  1950  at  $200  per  unit  cost.  This  advice  was  given  to  Mr.  Moe  on  October^“/ 
25,  19li8. 


Thereafter  on  November  12,  191*8,  Admiral  Hillenkoetter  advised  Mr. 
Ladd  that  CIA  would  desire  the  Bureau  to  conduct  these  investigations. 


On  November  18,  191*8,  Mr.  James  E.  Webb,  the  Director  of  the  Bureau 
of  the  Budget,  adHsed  the  Attorney  General  that  it  was  his  understanding  that 
the  Bureau  would  be  in  a  position  to  handle  the  investigations. 


bn  December  2,  191*8,  the  Attorney  General  wrote  Admiral  Hillenkoetter 
advising  hlm  ;that  .the  Bureau  would  be  in  a  position  to  undertake  the  investiga¬ 
tions  during  the  remainder  of  the  fiscal  year  19l*9  and  the  fiscal  year  1950 
at  $200  per  case.

OBSERVATIONS  C{»ICERNING  OOR  CONDUCT  OF  CIA  INVESTIGATIONS: 


The so  investigations  are  conducted  by  agreeaent  and  not  under  the 
sanction  of,  a  public  law*  Since  CIA  rants  the  investigations  re  have  had  no 
trouble  concerning  them.  There  has  been  no  fault  found  with  the  Bureau  con¬ 
cerning  these  cases  but  on  the  other  hand  only  praise  and  appreciation*  CIA 
has  held  its  requests  for  e:!q>edi to  investigations  at  a  alniaxia*  They  have 
been  satisfied  rith  60  and  90  day  dead  lines  re^ectively  and  have  not  pressed 
the  Bureau  for  expedite  action  as  havo  soate  other  Government  Agencies^  which 
practice  results  in  inconvenience  and  a  waste  of  time  and  nonqyas  far  as  the 
Bureau  is  concerned*  They  have  scrupTiously  adhered  to  their  agreement  and 
have  forwarded  the  investigations  to  us  in  an  even  flow,  which  has  not  been 
true  of  some  of  the  other  Government  Agencies*  m  short,  there  has  been  no 
conduct  on  the  part  of  CIA  with  regard  to  those  applicant  cases  to  which  the 
Bureau  could  take  any  exception  whatsoever* 


It  will  be  recalled  that  CIA  had  established  a  staff  of  investigators 
and  had  opened  some  field  offices  for  the  purpose  of  handling  these  investigations* 
They  had  made  very  little  progress. in  this  regard  so  far  as  disposing  of  the 
back  log  of  applicant  cases  which  confronted  them*  It  was  necessary,  however, 
for  them  to  curtail  their  activities  in  this  regard  and  it  will  also  be  recalled 
that  when  we  discontinued  the  handling  of  applicant  investigations  for  CIA  under 
the  previous  program,  we  first  advised  them  of  this  action  on  September  30,  19U7* 
We  accepted  no  cases  after  December  31,  19h7f  yet  at  the  time  the  program  was 
re-instituted  a  year  later  it  was  found  that  CIA  while  they  had  in  that  length 
of  time  set  up  an. investigative  organization,  they  had. made  relatively  little 
progress  in  handling  this  phase  of  their  work* 


It  would  appear  that  in  view  of  the  satisfaction  which  has  been  con- 
tinuously  expressed  by  CIA  with  the  investigations  as  conducted  by  the  FBI 
I  desires  to  request  the  Bureau  to  conduct  the  investigations 
oeyona  tne  present  contract  date  which  is  June  30,  1950*  On  occasion  he  has 
expressed  himself  to  the  effect  that  he  hoped  the  Bureau  would  continue  to 
conduct  these  investigations.  It  is  rather  evident,,  therefore,,  that  the  purpose

This  conference  was  held  on  December  2,  1949»  Subject  to  the  Director's  approT^, 


it  was  agreed  that  the  Bureau  would  continue  to  [conduct  investigations  for  CIA  on 
the  sane  basis  upon  which  we  are  currently  conducting  then  except  for  a  raise  in

CIA  was  advised  of  this  agreement  by  letter  dated  Decenber  12, 
the  Director  to  Admiral  Roscoe  M.  Hillenkoetter,  the  Director  of  CIA.

Our  present  agreement  calls  Yor  the  investigation  of  applicants  for  open 
positions  with  CIA  and  for  applicants  concerning  so-called  "semi-covert"  positions 
with  CIA.  Jfhese  -latter  positions  concern  individuals  f^^jho  are  openly  working  for 
the  Government  but  whose  connection  with  CIA  is  confidential.  For  example,  a 
representative  of  ECA  or  a  coarercial  attache  at  one  of  our  embassies.

Our  present  agreement  does  not  encompass  any  individuals  under  consideration 
for  undercover  assignments  with  CIA.  CIA  has  conducted  its  own  investigations  of 
individuals  who  wrere  being  consTdered  for  undercover  positions  xxsing  px^exis  ana 
subterfuges  and  riot” rsVedJLing  its  interest  in  such  individuals.  CIA  conducts  these  \* 
investigations  because  they  have  advised  us  that  they  are  necessary  in  order  that, 
they  will  have  an  idea  concerning  the  reliability  of  individuals  whan  they  int^d  ^ 

to  employ.  Since  the  individuals  are  to  be  employed  in  an  tndercover  capacit; 
must  not  appear  during  the  course  of  the  investigations  that  any  agency  of  t 
Federal  Government  is  investigati^  them  or  contemplates  hiring  them.  CIA  h 
requested  us  to  conduct  these  Investigations  for  them  at  the  inception  of  thp  C 
Program.  The  matter  .was  first  broached  to  the  fBvirpau  on  September  2^  19A6.  >.

Meaoranduza  to  the  Director 


This  natter  had  been  previously  subaitted  to  the  Director  and  the 
na jority  view  of  the  conference  on  Deceiaber  6,  1949  was  approved  by  the 
Director  outlining  the  following,  reasons  which  motivated  the  majority  of 
the  conference  in  its  decision.  These  reasoixs  are  as  follows:  ^ 

fl.  CIA  desired  the  investigations  and  was  requesting  continuation  / 
.of  the  agreement.  ( 

2.  CIA  had  scrupulously  observed  the  agreement. 

3.  CIA  had  expressed  itself  as  beir^g  eminently  satisfied  with  I  ^ 

the  investigations,  j 

The  deadlines  were  such  that  no  serious  inconvenience  Was 
caused  the  Bxu:eau  In  handling  these  investigations.  ' 

5.  The  cases  were  referred  to  the  Bureau  by  CIA  in  an  even  flow  7 
so  that  no  emergency  situations  were  created.  ^  '  • j 

6.  The  conduct  of  these  investigations  by  the  Bureau  gave  CIA  no  ,\t 

excuse  for  the  maintenance  of  a  large  Investigative  staff  in  ^  v'v 
j  the  domestic  field.  >  .  t/ 

7.  The  arrangement  would  result  in  a  reimbursement  to  the  Bureau  / 
during  the  fiscal  year  1951  in  an  amount  of  $504^000.  _ J 

FoUowing  the  Director's  approval  of  the  recommendations,  a  letter 
was  forwarded  to  Admiral  Hillenkoetter  on  December  12,  1949* 

RECCMflSNDATION 

The  Executives'  Conference  with  the  exception  of  Messrs,  Tolson, 

Glavin  and  Mohr  recommend  that  we  continue  our  policy  for  the  reasons 
indicated  above.  Those  opposing  indicated  that  they  were  opposed  to  continuing 
because  we  had  too  much  work  of  our  own  to  do  and  that  we.  therefore,  could 
not  afford  to  handle  these  lnvestigatidns7  As  the  considerations  still  prevail 
the  majorilty  were  in  favor  of  again  appro\^g  the  existing  policy.  /There  has 
been  no  breach  of  the  contract  as  yet  by  CIATl;^0ur  present  agreement  takes j through 
to  June  30,  1951.  {J

You  will  recall  that  General  Bolling  confidentially  advised 
Mr.  Reynolds  that  he  had  learned  that  General  Gruenther  was  the  choice  of 
Secretary  of  Defense  Johnson  to  replace  Admiral  Hillenkoetter  as  Director 
of  th6^Central  Intelligence  Agency.  As  noted  in  the  referenced  memory 
General  Bolling'  advised  that  he  would  attempt  to  obtain  additional  in, 
concerning  General  Gruenther  and  advise  the  Bureau, 


General  Bolling  has  now  advised  Mr.  Reynolds  that  he  has  reviewed 
General  Gruenther 's  personnel  file  and  has  ascertained  that  he  has  an^ 
outstanding  personnel  file.  General  Bolling  stated  that  General  Gru^' 
has  been  classed  as  one  of  the  three  outstanding  General  Officers  or 
duty  by  General  Eisenhower  and  General  Bradley,  former  Chiefs  of  Stafl 
General  Bolling  confidentially  advised  that  in  reviewing  General  Gruenjj 
file  he  was  impressed  with  the  fact  that  the  efficiency  ratings  giver 
Gruenther  when  he  had  direct  control  of  troops  were  not  nearly  as  outstanding, 
jin  fact  relatively  low  ratings^  as  compare^<t?|^Si?reS^e  \Tas  in  a  staff  assignment. 
[General  Bolling  concluded  from  this  that  appareri’tiy  General  Gruenther  had 
difficulty  in  "getting  along  with  and  controlling  people." 


General  Bolling  advised  Mr.  Reynolds  that  he  personally  felt  that  the 
,  choice  of  General  Gruenther  to  be  Director  of  the  Central  Intelligence  Agency 
Kvould  be  very  ill-advised.  He  stated  that  from  his  observation  General 
[Gruenther  "talks  too  much";  further,  that  he  would  likely  "run  wild  and  get 
I  into  everyone  else's  field"  and  only  use  the  job  as  Director  of  Central 
Intelligence  to  gain  the  assignment  as  Chief  of  Staff. 


.  General  Bolling  stated  that  it  is  his  personal  opinion  that  the  * 

A  Director  of  the  Central  Intelligence  Agency  should  be  a  divilian  who  would 
\owe  allegiance  to  neither  the  Army;  Navy  or  the  Air  Force  and  who  would 
lassume  the  Directorship  of  that  organization  as  a  career.
